This district is typically middle-class. Population increased 
more than 1 8,000 since 1 930. Dwellings consist of old 
apartment houses, new homes and many apartments of 
higher type. There are many private homes of the better 
type east and west of the Concourse. The spacious 
grounds of Fordham University, Hunter College Annex, 
Mount St. Ursula Academy, and Montefiore Home and 
Hospital add much to the appearance of the district. The 
most important retail stores are on Kingsbridge Road, 
East 204th and East 198th Streets, Jerome, Bailey and 
Bainbridge Avenues, and East Gunhill Road.
